‘cation, nnd we may bid farewell o sl State aid in
the great, benevolant, patriotic pud glorious cause
of edusation! Tho man who aims a blow at the
Stats, College is making war upou the very prinoi-
plea that support all free or eommon sehool progress.
The Pree School system, the Stute Academies
_and State College all rost on the same foundation,
and sfivuld all be guarded with equnl jealousy—
they are but the different parts of one grand whole.
Like the diflerent membersof the natural body,
th so different parts of owr educational system por-
~ form their apprepriate fanetions. And as in the
case of the natardl body, so in the matter of our
edueationnl system, it ill betomes the advocate of
Any one member to make war upon any other
member,  An'l whether the presout system of Free
Behool education shall be improved, dorclaped and
perlceted, or a now common wehool system be
adopted, either must be founded (nw regards its
benefits to unly a porfion of our citizens) upon ex-
netly the samne basis ns the Soath Carolina College,
which is the enpstone of the arch. Some persous,
who do not compreliend he proportions of our ed-
uentional system, imagine that the different parts

Btare Institotion, supported by the State and thiat
oo when several of these States have each several
depuminationsl cilleges founded and endowed by

_ private enterprise. The Virginia University was
“fonnded by the Stute of Virginia—"thu mother of

cessful aperation, within lier limits, three, if not
faur, differamt dosoninational colleges.

Neither Wofford, nor Farman, nor
Erskive, nor Franklin College, nor Davidson, nor
the North Carolina, nor the Virginia, nor Harvard
University, nor any other of which 1 have any
knowledge, sustaing itsell.  Fomale institotions of
lemning, which geoerally charge from one hundred
and filty to five hundred dullars for tuition, when

‘once established, enn not only support themsclves,
‘bnt earn, sametimes, handeome profits.  But male

colleges, whiiech never clarge more than about

fifty dollars fur suition, never do support them-

selves—at least, if there i such an one anywhere,
I bave never hegrd of it. Al eolloges for males
are endowed either by Btses in the case of Bute
institutions, or by priesic emerprise, or beoificence,
ox in the case of Erskine and Purman, or of Wal-
ford.  And in the ense of State institutions the en-
dowment may be of fhe interest-of funds specifi-
adly sct apart for that purpose, as with Ifar-
University and many others, or with an anoual
appropriation by the Ls gislaure of the State, as
in Bonth ‘Caroinn. Bat no college, ns far as my
information goes, is self-sustaining. 11 anybody
will only inform me of a college of any repute that
pustains itself, 1 piedge my most earnest ¢forts 10
put our awn on a “‘sell-sustaining’’ basis, at the
carliest practicable moment.
